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Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: Claims 1-14, 36-39, and 42 directed to a kit or method including a sling, 
two needles and two handles; claims 15-19 34, 35 - one needle, and two slings each of a 
different type of material; claims 20, 21, 40, and 41 - a sling including surgical mesh, a 
removable synthetic insertion sheath and two sutures, one each extending from each end of the 
surgical mesh; claims 28 and 29 - surgical kit including a sling, a first type of needle, and a 
needle converter; claims 30-33 - a kit including a first type of sling material, at least one needle, 
and a sling assembly means; claims 22 and 23 - a sling assembly; and claims 24-27 
article/sling connector. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
